Attached hereto is a copy of the front page of the Patent and a printout of the Patent 
Application Information Retrieval ("PAIR") page calculating the PTA history for this Patem 
The total PTA as issued and as calculated by PAIR is 45 8 days, which is adjusted from the 
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original figure of 0 day(s) as established by the Notice of Allowance in this case. This 
difference of 458 days appears to be attributed to the recalculation of PAIR for both PTO and 
Applicant delays. HoweveT there was a miscalculation of the USPTO delays. This Patent 
Application was filed on June 9. 2000 and the first Non-Final Rejection was mailed out on 
November 10, 2003. There was a delay of 823 days on the PTO side, deducting the 14 
months for PTO to take an action. Accordingly, the proper PTA for this patent should be at 
least 840 days (Total PTO delays of 863 days (823+40) minus total Applicant delays of 23 
days).

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ABSTRACT 



Methods and apparatus for implementing a virtual machine 
that supports the execution of more than one application per 
virtual machine process are described. According to one 
aspect of the present invention, a computing system includes 
a processor, a memory, and a virtual machine that is in 
communication with the processor. The virtual machine is 
arranged to enable one or more jobs to run on the virtual 
machine, and is further arranged 10 create a heap in the 
memory for each job thai runs on the virtual machine. In one 
embodiment, the virtual machine includes a jobs manager, a 
class manager, and a heap manager. In such an embodiment, 
the heap manager manages substantially all heaps in the 
memory that are created by the virtual machine.
